BODI ES AUE COMING ASHORE 


V ictim s of the Storm Washed Up on 


the Long 
Island Coast— Two Tugs 


Sink, but T h e i r Crews Are Rescued. 


Throughout N e w Y o rk 
State Rail­ 


way Traffic 
Is 
Alm ost Completely 


Suspended. 


New York, Feb. 4.— The pale which 
has been sweeping the coasts of Long 
Island and New Je rse y for more than 
24 hours and 
is continuing, though 
w ith abated force, has brought death 
and disaster to sailors and their craft. 
Reports of loss of life are confined to 
the eastern end of Long Island, whence 
comes news that several bodies have 
been washed ashore. 
It is not yet 
known what vessels the men who lost 
their lives come from. 
W reckage strews the shore in the 
vicin ity of the Bellport, L. I., life sav­ 
ing station and one body came ashen* 
east of this station. The finding of two 
other bodies was reported later from 
the same point. 
The crew of the 
Am erican merchantman Schepp, a full 
rigged ship, which 
wpnt a sh of e on 
Long Beach, L. I., shoals early In the 
day, were in peril all day. 
Late re­ 
ports say they are still on the strand­ 
ed vessel, though the danger of death 
has been lessened owing to the slight 
abatement of the storm. 
The crews of the seagoing 
tugs 
Jo h n E. Berwind and K. S. Atwood 
had a narrow escape from going to 
the bottom with their cratt. 
Nothing 
was known of their plight until the 
arrival of the Germ an steamer Barce­ 
lona. the crew of which rescued the 
tugruen. 
The tugs had been deliver­ 
ing provisions to the stranded steamer 
Favour, ashore at Long Beach, L. I., 
and 
were proceeding back 
to this 
point. 
When the gale struck them 
the waves began to wash over them, 
not only sweeping off everything mov­ 
able, but flooding their holds and get 
tine into the fire boxes. 
The seven 
men on each tug were In imminent 
danger of death for over two hours. 
The tugs w ere absolutely helpless 
and gradually sinking when the Barr** 
Iona hove in sight and took the half 
frozen erew» aboard.

hour after this the two tugs went to 
the bottom with the dunnage of the 
men.

sugar and tobacco, unless prompt and 
elbe lent relief i£ given. 
W ith the ruin 
of her two principal 
industries we 
must give up all hopes of a stable gov­ 
ernment, for unless Cuba can sell her 
products at a reasonable profit it is 
obvious that 
their cultivation must 
cease, bringing idleness and hunger to 
her people. 
W e have established a 
reasonably efficient 
government 
in 
Cuba, with all those 
numerous ad­ 
juncts which pertain to a stable, civil­ 
ized administration, such as schools, 
courts, sanitation, public works, etc. 
Th e outlay for the 
maintenance of 
these necessary adjuncts to the gov 
eminent is necessarily large and the 
revenues therefor are derived 
prin­ 
cipally from materials pun based in 
exchange for tin* sugar and tobacco. 
Tin e great industries are now in n 
most critical condition, especially hu 
gar. which is being sold at a price less 
than the cost of 
production. 
Til** 
planter must grind his cane, evpn at a 
moderate loss, for his entire fortune is 
in the fields and is liable to be nu opt 
aw ay by fire or deteriorate from the 
effect: cf the elements ” 
After giving figures concerning the 
cost of production, etc.. General Wood 
says that a reduction of 33 13 per cent 
w ill give an average profit of 48 cents 
on each 300 pounds of sugar produced 
and that such reduction should be the 
minimum. 
He further says; 
“ Each day of delay in giving relief 
is dangerous.

comes relief will be of little vain** ex 
cejit to the speculator, who may gather

il em ber of rn Column Commanded by 
Captain Jackson Tell* of W ading 
Swollen Rivera, F ighting Leeches 
and Dodging! Want rap*—Ingenious 
Log Trap Safely Avoided. 


The expedition Just returned com- 
prised about 450 men moving In eight 
columns, all under command of Cap­ 
tain Jackson. First infantry, who com­ 
manded the main column, writes the 
Mauo (Samar) correspondent of the 
Manila American under the date of 
Nov. 30. 
The hike performed by this 
column is deserving of mention as prob­ 
ably the longest ever made by Amer­ 
ican troops in Samar. 
The men were 
absent from their station about eight­ 
een days and covered nearly 150 miles. 
On the tenth day out over two-thirds 
of the men were unable to proceed on 
account of exhaustion an*! sore f**et, 
ami two days’ rest was taken sn camp. 
Tile columns were ordered to con­ 
verge toward Mount Faros, a water­ 
shed about thirty miles from the west 
and fifty miles from the north coast of 
Samar. Simultaneously with this move 
troops were ordered to make a demon­ 
stration ail over Samar In 'order to 
prevent the enemy fleeing to the south 
and east. The expedition “cleaned up,’ 
so to speak, an approximate total of 
5*4 insurgents killed, 20 prisoners taken, 
4 rebel strongholds and 20 barrios de­ 
stroyed. 500 sacks of rice and 50 * ara­ 
ba o captured. 
The column from Maut), under Cap­ 
tain .Jackson, had for its sole purpose 
the capture of Lu khan. 
It consisted of 
twenty Ilocano scouts and fifteen men 
of Company L, First infantry. 
\The little column left Mauo at 7 
o'clock on the morning of Nov. 15 in a 
pouring rain. 
It may be added that 
front that time on to Nov. 23, eight 
days, dry feet and dry clothing were 
unknown. 
After three hours’ march­ 
ing toward the Interior, half of which 
was through rleeflelds in deep mud. 
the Catipunan river was reached, which 
ut this place was very deep and swift. 
The river was split in three channels 
by two rocks. 
It was found necessary 
to bridge the first channel, which was 
done by fastening one end of a log to 
the" shore, the other to til** rock. 
A 
rope of bojuek. a strong vine, was 
stretched as a hand rail, and on this 
log. submerge*! several incites by the j 
| force of the current, the channel was 
! crossed. 
The other two channels were 
only breast deep and were forded, the 
big fellows helping the little ones. 
The hike was resumed early the next 
I morning, and on this day I had a 
chance to see what biking In Samar 
was like. 
On this day ulso I had my 
first experience with the gentle and 
seductive Samar leech. 
When we were 
not wading In the beds of mountain 
brooks, we were climbing the sides of 
mountains or else floundering In mo­ 
rasses. 
Hill succeeded hill iu endless 
succession, and not until night, when 
we made camp at the foot of a beauti­ 
ful waterfall, were the limits of our 
vision extended to more than fifty 
yards before cut off by hills. Through­ 
out this as the previous day there was 
no sight of any 
human habitation. 
During the day we covered less than a 
nill** an hour, the men being obliged to 
join hands and pull one another over 
the steep places. 
On the next day. Nov. 17, the leeches 
made their appearance in force. These 
little pests are found only on the moun­ 
tain slopes, never in the valleys. They 
are about un Inch and a quarter in 
length, of the thickness of a knitting 
needle, and when they walk they hump 
themselves. 
They reach tile s tidier* 
from the grass and bamboo bushes 
and quickly enter leggings and shoes
